agreeably furprized with the fudden Arrival of his/ 


Royal Highnefs Prince Frederick, (dase Prince 
of Vales.) His Majefty having given it in 
Charge to the Marquis de /a Fore/?, Lord Cham- 
berlain to his Royal Highnefs, and to Mr. De- 
lannay, WLieutenaut Colonel of the Hansver 
Guards, who happened to be at the Briti/h 
Court, to go and bring over his Royal High- 
nefs with ail poflible fecrefy and fpeed ; thofe 
two Gontlemen being come near Hanover on 
November 24 inthe Evening, went diredtly to 
Herenbaufen, where the Prince being privately 
fent for, and acquainted with their Errand, 
they fet out about Three in the Morning, with 
no more than Three Servants; the Marquis 
going foran Exglifh Gentleman, by the Name 
of Crompton, and the Prince for his Son, Thus 
they arrived incognito at Helvoetfluys, and went 
on board the Di/patch Packet-boat, that was 
ready to fail for Haravich ; where his Roya 
Highnefs arrived on the 3d of December, lodged 
at Colchefter that Night, came to //ditchapel the 
next Day about Seven in the Evening, and 
proceeded thence privately in a Hackney Coach 
to St. James's; where the next Vay at Noon 
there was a numerous Court, to congratulate 
his Roya! Highnefs on hisfafe Arrival, 

On the 21ft of “fanuary the Parliament met, 
when his Majefty told them in his Speech, that 
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the Execution of the preliminary Articles, ang 
the opening of the Congrefs at Soi/ans laid , 
Foundation for them to entertain Hopes of 
feeing very foon the happy Fruits of a general 
Pacification: But the various and extenfive 
Views, which fell under Confideration, in fet. 
tling and reconciling the different Interefts and 
Pretenfions of fo many different Powers, ap. 
peared to be a Work of fo much Time and Dis. 
ficulty, that the Project of a Provifional Treaty 
was thought of, asa proper Expedient ; which 
being concerted and negotiated among the Mj- 
nifters of the Principal Powers, Parties to the 
Treaties of Hanover and Vienna, was approved 
of by him and his Allies, not without reafon- 
able Hopes of the Concurrence of the Imperial 
Court, and the Court of MZadrid: But no dj- 
finitive Anfwer being yet returned by either of 
them, nor the Proje&t of the provifional Treaty 
either accepted, or rejected, the Fate of Europe 
was ftill held in fufpence, labouring under Dif- 
ficulties, that unavoidably attend fuch a doubtful 
and undetermined Condition. | 
The Commons, after great Debates, voted 
the fame Number of Land Forces as the Year 
before. | 
In February the Commons appointed a Com- 
mittee to enquire into the State of the Goals of 
this Kingdom; the Occafion of which was 
this: “Ffames Oglethorpe, Efq; a Member of the 
Houfe, being acquainted with Mir.

This very much pleas’d 
Don Henriques and bis Lady who invited him 
to their Houfe, where he accordingly came 
and inform’d them he was to fet out for Eng- 
land in the Morning, the Ship being to Sail, 
but in taking his Leave, he prefented them 
with 10,000 Dollars, as a mark of his Af- 
fection, ‘and told them he hop’d they would 
foon pay him a Vifit in England, which they 
promis’d todo, After her Father’s Departure, 
they agreedto return to Portuga/, tofee Don 
Paboia, and arriv’d there fafely, and were 
kindly received by him; and with him they 
liv’d very happily for two Years, when Don 
Pabsia died, leaving all his Wealth to his 
son Pon Henviqnes, ‘who being defirous of ob- 
taining the Government of the Fort, lately 
pofefs’ d by his Father; wrote Rettets to the 
Court of Portagal, for that Purpofe, but the 
Governinent was beflowed on a Gentleman 
before, and the new Governor not finding 
Don Henrigues to fubmiffive at his Arrival as 
he expected, made an Attempt to draw him 
into a Snare ; by meansof fome of his Crea- 
tures, purpofely employed to entrap him into 
the Commiffion of an A&, which the Gover- 
nor purpos’d to object to him as a Negleét of 

duty, in Order to displace him, without 
fubjecting himtelf to Comp'laint; but Don 
Flenriques faw through the F: nei, and de- 
claring himfelf too treely upon it, to fome 
Perfons who convey’d it to the Gor ernor, with 
the ufual Embellifhments, in fuch Cafes, the 
Governor fent to demand the Commiffion Don 
Henriques had of pofleffing the Government of 
a finall Inland fort, prefented him by his Fa- 
ther the Jate Governor, which Don Henriques 
refufing to furrender, the Governor march’d 
againft him wi.ha ftrong Force to difpoffels 
him. This Don Henrigu:s having timely No- 
tice of, hecall’d the Ofcers of the Fort before

were put on Board a Man of War. and fent 
home to England. 

Court. Did you, when you was examined 
before the Conful, give any Information of the 
Murder ° 

Gatharah. I did: The very fame that I 
have now given. 

Court. Were you treated as Prifoners on 
board the Man of War, in your Paflage to 
England ? 

Gatharab. No: We were at Liberty on 
board, and worked in the Ship, during our 
Paffage, in the fame Manner as the Ship’s 
Company did. 

Court. What became of you after you 
came England ? 

Gatharah, We were put into Cuftody of 
the Marfhal of the Admiralty. 

Court. Clofe Prifoners ? 

Gatharah. No: For wecould go out and 
return when we would, without any Keeper 
with us, 

Court. Did you look on yourfelves as under 
Confinement, on an Accufation of Mutiny 
and Piracy, or to be’ Witnefles againft the 
Prifoner at the Bar ? 

Gatharah. To be Witnefles againft the 
Prifoner. 

The King’s Council faid, itis a common 
Cuftom of the Admiralty to order the King’s 
Witneffles into the keeping of their Marfhal of 
the Admiralty. 

Prif. Pleafe my Lord, to let the Logbook 
be read, of the 29th of Decemoer, which will 
plainly fhew they were Guilty of Mutiny and 
Piracy. 

Court. Whole Hand-Writing is that Ar- 
ticle ? 

Gatharah. Yt is mine. (Jt was reed in Court) 

‘© Decem. 2g. Unanimoufly agreed to con- 
*¢ fine the Captain, and make the fir{t Port.” 

Prif. to Gatharah, Did not the Men in 
genera! behave ill during the Voyage : and did 
not I frequently fay, I believed they intended 
to Mutiny ° 

Gatharah, Inever heard vou fav any fuch 

hing, nor had you any Occafion, for the 
Men, when well, did all that they could, but 
jam fure you ufed them very cructly all the 
Voyage. 
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Prif. If you would be honeft, you would 
{peak the Truth: Did not you fee Rederts the 
fecond Mate beating me, and did not you 
part us ? 

Gatharah, Idid fee you and Roberts en- 
gaging together, and took you off him, as you 
were down together; but this was after.you 
was deprived of your Command, and you had 
knock’d Roberts down firft. | : 

Prif. Did-not Roberts fell Rum to the 
People, by which they got drunk, and negiect- 
ed their Duty ? 

Gatharah, I know nothing of that; the 
Men could not well get drunk, for you would 
not let them have what was their Due. 

Court to Gatharah. Isit common to correct 
Men on board of Ship in the Manner the De- 
ceafed was treated? 

Gatharah. It iscommon on board of Mer- 
chant-Ships, to give the Men'that deferves ir, 
a few Strokes with a Rope on the Shoulders 
or Back. 

Court. Did there feem to be any Malice in 
the Prifoner towards the Deceafed ? 

Gatharah. There did, for the Prifoner 
took every Opportunity to ufe the Deceafed 
ill, and I believe if the Prifoner had not kill- 
ed the Deceafed then, he would have done it 
before the End of the-Voyazge. 

Court, What doyou think was the Caufe 
of the Death of the Deceafed ? 

Gatharah. Ido believe that he died of the 
Bruifes and crue] Treatment from the Pri- 
foner. 

Court. You faid the Deceafed had been ill, 
and was not quite recoves’d. Do you think 
if the Deceafed had been in Health, the 
Ufage he received from the Prifoner would 
have cccafioned his Death ? 

Gatharah. I believe the ijl Ufage he re- 
ceived would have killed the ftrongeft Man 
alive. 

Council for the King. What Character did 
the Deceafed bear ° 

Gatharah, ‘That of an honeft, fober, quiet, 
cood-natured Man, 

Joon Hunt, a Foremaftman, was next call’d 
and {worn, whodepofed, that on the 24th of 
Decemir laf was twelve Months, about eleven 
o’Cicck inthe torenoon, he was at the Helm 
of the ship Molly, commanded by the Pri- 
foner, who called to the Deceafed to come 
and afliit this Witnefs at the Helm; that the 
Deceaikd making a Stumbie, either thro” 

M ia Weak- 
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Weaknefs, or ftriking his Foot againft fome- 
thing that lay in the Way, 
which the Prifoner, who had a Hammer in 
his Hand, without any Provocation, ttruck 
the Deceafed on the Side of his Head, and 
knocked him down 3; and then took a {mall 
Rope, and gave him about a dozen Stripes. 


Phar about four o’Clock the fame Afternoon, 


the Prifoner ordered the Deceafed to be fea'd 
up to the Shrouds, which was accordingly 
done, one Arm tothe Ha'llyards, and the other 
extended and feized to the main Shrouds ; that 
then the Prifoner with a Bite End of a Rope, 
caled the Crochet Brace, beat the Deceafed 
for five or fix Minutes ; then walked about to 
gain Breath, and returned to beating the De- 
ceafed in like Manner for more than half an 
Hour; and then the Captain went down to 
his Cabin, leaving the Deceafed feized up, 
who being In great Mifery, begged of the chief 
Mate Mr. Gatharah who was then come upon 
Deck, to let him down to eafe himfelf; that 
Mr. Gatharab getting leave of the Captain to 
let the Deceafed down, on Condition that he 
was feized up again immediately afterwards, 
this Witnefs caft off his Seizings, and the De- 
ceafed dropped down on the Deck, ard was 
not able to ftand ; on which the Captain faid 
he was only /haming Abraham, and ordered him 
to be feized up again, which was immicdiaiely 
done by this Witnefs, with his Arms extended 
as before ; that then the Prifoner beat the De- 
ceafed again with the Bite End of the fame 
‘Rope, which he believed was about the Thick- 
nefs of an Inchand an Half, for about Half 
an Hour more, when the Deceafed’s Head 
falling back, the Pri‘oner ordered him to be 
let down, and called to Mr. Gatharah, faid, 
T bcheve Kenny is dead; when Mr. ee 
replied J hope mot, 1 am forry for it ; that then 
Gatharah examined the Deceafed’s Pulfe, and 
the Palpitation of his Heart, and finding no 
Motion, faid, Hezs dead indeed, that then the 
Brifonet hit the Deceafed a Pat in the Face, 
and faid, Damn him, be is only fhaming Abra- 
ham mw 

This Witnefs confirmed that Part of Mr. 
Gatharah’s Evidence, relating to what pafled 
below in the Steerage, and during the reft of 
their Voyage to Lisbon. 

On his Crofs Examination he was asked, by 

the Prifoner, if he did not ufe the Men with 
great Tendernefs when they where fick; to 
which this Witnefs faid only to one Smout, 
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who, indeed, he was very kind to while he 
was fick ; but to no other Perfon. 

Then the Prifoner asked this Witnefs if 
the Deceafed had not ftole a Bottle of Rum 
from him, and if he was not drunk that Day, 
and was 2 lazy good for nothing Fellow, and 
difpifed by the whole Ship’s Crew. To 
which this Witnefs faid, that he had loft no 
Rum, and confequently, could not, nor did 
not, charge the Deceated with ftealing any 
Rum ; that the Deceafed was very fober, not 
having drank any thing all Day ; and that he 
was always looked upon on board by the Crew 
to be avery civil good natured Man. 

This Witnefs further faid, that as he was 
feizinz the Deceafed up the fecond Time, the 
Captuin ftruck him for not feizing the Deceaf- 
ed up fort. 

This Witnefs was then asked by the Court, 
what he thought wasthe Caufe of the Death 
of the Deceafed ; and whether he thought if 
the Deceafed had been in his full Health and 
strength, that the Ufage he received from 
the Prifone er, would have occafioned hts Death. 

To which this Witnefs faid, that he did be- 
lieve the Blows the Deceafed had received 
from the Captain, which were over the Back, 
Loins, Shoulders, Head, Face and ‘Vemples, 
were the Caufe of his Death; and were fuf- 
ficent to have killed a Man, let him have been 
ever fo ftout. 

Wiliam TVaum being next called and fworn, 
depofed. Iwasa Foremaft Man on board the 
Moly, commanded by Capt. Y die Lowry, 
the Prifoner at the Bar. On the 24th of De- 
cember, 1751, about Four o ‘Clock in the Af- 
ternooon, the Prifoner ordered me to feize up 
the Deceafed, Kenith Hoffack, to the Hall- 

yards and Main Shrouds, very ¢ort, with his 
Arms extended to their full Stretch, which I 
did. Then the Prifoner took a Crochet Brace, 
which is a Rope of about an Inch and an 
Half thick, and beat him over the Head, 
Face, and Temples, Back and Loins, for near 
an Hour, as I believe, taking a Turn now and 
then about the Deck, as iftotake Breath. A-~ 
bout five o’Clock the Captain went down to 
his Cabin, and Mr. Gatharah, the chief Mate, 
came upon Deck, to whom the Deceafed com- 
plained, that he wanted to eafe himfelf, and 
begged tolethim down. Mir. Gathararh went 
down to the Captain, and got Jeave, with 
Orders to feize him up again immediately 

after-

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The Genuine TRYAL at large of Mary 
BLaNpy, Spinfter, for Poifoning her late Fa- 
thr Francis BLanpy, Gent. Town- 
Clerk of Henley upon Thames, Oxfordfhire, 
at the Affizes held at Oxford, for the County 
of Oxford, on Tuefday the Third of March, 
1752, before the Honourable Mr. Baron Legge, 
and the Honourable Mr. Baron Smythe. 


Oxford, March 5, 1752. 


O N Saturday the 29th of laft Month, 
in the Evening, the Hon. Mr. Baron 
Legge, and the Hon. Mr. Baron Smythe came 
ere, and immediately repaired to the Coun- 
il-Room, and open’d their Commiffion for 
olding the Affizes for this County, when 
they adjourned t the Divinity School, (which 
was made canvenient for that Purpofe) to AdZon- 
cay Morning g o’Clock. 

On Sunday their Lordfhips went to St. 
Mery’s Church, where an excellent Sermon 
was preached by the Rev. Mr. Barton, of 
New-College, from the following Words, Thou 
foalt not bear falfe WWitnefs againft thy Neigh- 
bour. 

Monday the fecond of March, the Court 
being fat, a learned and excellent Charge was 
given to the Grand Jury ; among other Of- 
fences, they were direéted to enquire after 
that of Murder; of this Crime the feveral 
Specics were: numerated. Speaking of that Sort 
called Porfon, his Lordfhip obterved, that as 
it was the moft dangerous, fo it was the moft 
detefted of all others ; that it was generally 
coutri ed and executed in fo fecret a Manner, 
that in fome Cafes, it would, humanly fpeaking, 
ve linpofible to find it out, did not the Fin- 
eer of God evidently point it out to us; that 
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formerly this Crime had been made High 
Treafon, by exprefs Statute, and the Punifh- 
ment was thought too fevere, and was there- 
fore repealed in the Reign of Edward VI. 
That the Murder of a Husband by a Wife, 
or a Matter or Miftrefs by a Servant, is called 
Pettit-Treafon, and has particular Punifhment, 
but thatthe Murder of a Parent by a Child, 
called Parricide, had no other Punifhment 
than common Murder*; thatthe ancient 
Nations had not provided any particular Pu- 
nifhment, as thinking Mankind could not be 
guilty of fo horrid a Crime as deftroying, that 
Being, which under God was the Author of 
their Being. 

The Grand Jury having that Day found a 
Bill againft Adary Blandy, Spinfter, for the 
Murder of her Father Francis Blandy, late ‘of 
Henley upon Thames, the Court appointed the 
Trial to come on the next Morning. 

Tue/day March 3, the Court being fat, a- 
bout Eight o’Clock in the Morning, the Pri- 
foner was fet to the Bar. 


Wary WlandDy, of the Town of Hen- 


ley upon Thames, Spinfter, was indi&ted, for 


that fhe, not having the Fear of God before 
her Eyes, but being moved and fedu- 
ced by the Inftigation of the Devil; on the 
Tenth Day of November, in the Twenty- 
fourth Year of his Majefty’s Reign, and at 
divers Times fince, to wit. on the fitth Day of 
Auguji, in the 25th Year of his Majefty’s 
Reign, with Force and Arms in the Parifh of 
Henley upon Thames, in this County, upon the 
Body of Francis Blandy, Gent. her Father, 
did make an Affault, and in her Malice afore- 
thought, did kill and murder, by putting in- 
to fome Water-gruel, a certain Powder cal- 
led Arfnic, and afterwards giving to him the 


faid 
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* « The Romans made no Law againft thefe execrable Perfons, as fuppofing none would be fo wicked 
as to commit fuch Crimes, till L. Of7us, about sco Years after the Death of Numa, killed his Father; 
upon which they ordered that fo flagitious a Malefactor, fhould, upon his being apprehended, have 
wooden Shoes put on him, and fo haled to Goal, where he was to continue one Year, during which 
Time his Feet were not to touch the common Parent of Mankind, the Earth ; after that he was fcourged, 
and then tied up in a Leather Sack, together with a Dog, an Ape, aCock anda Viper, and fo thrown 
into the next Water that was deep enough to drown him ;_ and farther, if a Child was ungracious e- 
nough, as dut to ftrike his Parents, he was to have his Hands cut off. The old Egyptians ufed to run 
fharp Reeds into every Part of the Bodies of Parricides, and after having thus wounded almoft every 
Part, threw them upon a Heap of Thorns, and fet Fire to them.” : 
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faid Francis Blandy, a Potion thereof, know- 
ing it to be fo mixed with the Powder afore- 
faid, and afterwards, to wit.on Tuefday the 
6th Day of the fame Month, in the fame 
Year, did giveto him the faid Francis, a fe- 
cond Potion of the faid Water-gruel, fo mix- 
ed with the Powder aforefoid, and fo admi- 
niftred by her the faid Mary, he the faid 
Francis was poifoned, and of which Poifon, 
he, the faid Francis languifhed till the four- 
teenth Day of the faid Month of dugu/?, and 
then died; againft the Peace of our Sovereign 
Lord the King, his Crown and Dignity. 

She was a fecond ‘Time indicted on the Co- 
roner’s Inqueft. 

The Council for the Crown were the Hon. 
Mr. Bathurft ; Mr. Serjeant Hayward; Mr. 
Naires, Town-Clerk of Oxford; Mr. Hayes ; 
Mr. Ambler, and the Hon. Mr. Barrington; 
And for thePrifoner, Mr. Ford, Mr. Mareton, 
and Mr. A/fon. 

The Council for the Crown having opened 
the Indi€tment, proceeded to intormthe Court 
and Jury, that this Profecution was carted on 
by the Order, and at the Expence of his Ma- 
jefty (who is ever watchful to preferve the 
Lives, Liberties and Properties of his Sub- 
jets) againft the Prifoner at the Bar, for one 
of the moft atrocious Crimes, the cruel, inhu- 
man, and deliberate Murder of her own Fa- 

her: That the Prifoner at the Bar, Mary 
Biandy, was the Daughter, and only Child of 
Mr. Francis Blandy, an eminent Attorney at 
Law, at Henley upon Thames, a Gentlewoman 
both by her Birth and Education ; that as fhe 
was the only, fo fhe was the beloved Child of 
her Father, who had fpared no Expence in 
giving her a genteel as well as a virtuous E- 
ducation ; that her Father, indeed, had ufed 
this pious Fraud, (if he might be allowed that 
Expreffion) in faying that her Fortune would 
be 10,000/, to the End he fuppofed, that his 
Daughter might be married fuitable to 
fuch a Fortune. That about fix Years ago, 
one Capt. Villiam Henry Cranjion came to Hen- 
dey arecruiting, and there hearing that Mifs 
Blandy was a 10,000/. Fortune, and having a 
Mind to marry this Fortune, notwithftanding 
he hada Wife and Children alive, contrived 
to get acquainted with this Family ; how well 
be fucceeded, and how fadly for this Family, 
this unhappy Cataftrophe has fhown. ‘That 
Mr. Blandy having been informed, that Mr. 
Cranjfion was married, he defired his Daughter 
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to break off all Correfpondence with him; 
that inftead of doing fo, fhe acquainted Mr, 
Cranfiom with her Father’s Command, who 
inftead of clearing his Charafter to her Father’s 
Satisfaction, contrives the Means, and per- 
fwades the beloved, this tenderly-indulged 
Daughter, to be an A@or in her Father’s De- 
ftruction. 

That inthe Month of 4uguff, 1750, Mr. 
Cranfion was at Henley upon a Vilit to the un- 
happy Prifoneratthe Bar ; then it is believed, 
this deep, this wicked Plot was contrived : for 
foon after the Captain was gone, viz, about 
the 10th of November, we find this wicked 
Scheme beginning to be put in Execution. 
That about the roth of Nozember Mr. Blaney 
found himfeilf much difordered, after drink- 
ing fome Tea, that he thought had an odd 
Tafte, and complain’d of a violent Heart- 
burn, pricking and fhooting Pains in his S:o- 
mach and Bowels, attended with vomiting 
and purging ; that this happpenned feveral 
Times after, but it went off again, generally, 
ina few Days, but not withoutleaving fuch 
Relicks behind, as helped to break his Confti- 
tution; that Cran/fon finding his Work of De- 
ftruction did not go on faftenough, fends her 
a Letter in 7x, making Ufe of an allegori- 
cal Expreffion, not to /tare the Powder, in 
Order to keep the Ruff off the Pebbles. That 
the Tea, the Liquor it had been before ad- 
miniftred in, was too thin to admit of a 
larger Quantity ata Time; therefore Water 
Gruel, or fome fuch thick Liquor muft be 
contrived, where a large Dofe might be given 
without the leaft Sufpicion ; and accordingly 
on the fifth of ugu/? laft, you will find by the 
Witnefies that will be produced, that the Pri- 
foner did mix a large Quantity of this Powder 
inaDanof Water Gruel, and gave fome of it 
to her Father that Day, and more of it the 
next, which produc’d {uch terrible EffeGs as 
to occafion his Death on the rath. ‘That he 
would call the Phyficians firft, and they would 
prove, that what was adminiftied to the De- 
ceafed was Poifon, andethe Cauf of his 
Death. 

Dr. Addington of Reading, and Dr. Lewis of 
Oxford, were then call’d and bots fworn 3 and 
Dr. Addington faid, That beire on the 1oth 
fent for to Mr Rilandy, he thus made his Com- 
plaints: That ne had a violent burning and 
pricking Pain in his Stomach, «nd had had a 


purging and vomiting, immediaicly after his 
drinking 
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drinking fome Water-gruel; that the next 
Day hie. drank fome more Gruel out of he 
ree Pan, for a Quantity of the Gruel had 
been boii’d to and in readinefs as ufual, and 
upon dsiaking it the fecoad Time, the Symp- 
toms returned as before; Dr. Addington faid, 
that befides the Complaints above-mentioned, 
he had Hiccups, cold Sweats, great Anxteties, 
Prickings, ail over his Body, upon the exter- 
nal, as well as the internal Parts, which he 
compared to the pricking of Needles; that he 
was fometimes pretty eafy, but that the Com- 
plaints tude Jenly returned; thathe had bloody 
Stools, and t hat he imputed the w pale to fome- 
thing he had taken that was put into the Gruel : 
The following Day and Monday he grew worfe ; 
its Tongue (well’ d, his Throat was excoriated, 

his Lips were dry, and onthem, and his Not. 
trils were pt uftulous Eruptions ; his Eyes blood- 
fhed, his Fundament abounded with ‘corroding 
‘Uleers, his Pulfe tntermitted, his Breath was 
iaxervupted, bis Complexion was of a vellowifh 
Hue, he could drink but not fwallow, not 
even a Tea fpoonful without the greateft Dif- 
ficulty. On Fie/day he grew worfe, and be- 
fides thofe Complaints hc hada Difcharge of 
Matter from iis Fundament, and hiccup'd 
likea Perfon bit bya mad Dog. [Wednefday 
he grew delirious, funk gradually, and died 
about Two o’Clock inthe Afternoon: Being 
afked it he thought he was poifened, he anf- 
wered, he really believed he was ; for that the 
Symptoms whilf living, were like thofe who 
had taken Arfnic 3 and the Appearance after 
Death, like thofe ‘tat were poifon’d by Arf- 
mic : The Back and thofe Parts that ‘ei lay on, 
were » livid ; the Fat onthe Belly was ina 
State of Fluidity 3 ; the Mufcles were pale and 
flaccid, the Caul yellow, and next to the Sto- 
mach and Intettines, of a brownifh Colour ; 
the Heart was as if it was variegated with 
many purple Spots; no Water was found in 
the Pericardium ; the Lungs appeared like Blad- 
ders, half diftended with Air, andwere blotch’d 
in many Places like Spots of Ink, as was like- 
wife the Liver, and that Part of it that co. 
vered the Stomach was particularly dark ; in 
the Gall Bladder was found a Stone ; : ee: Bile 
was very fluid, and of a dark yellow Colour, 
inclining to red; on the Kidnies appeared 
many livid Spots, the Stomach and Jnteitines, 
as far as oven’d, were inflated, and contain’d 
nothing but flimy bloody Froth; their inter- 
nal Coats were remarked’) tht 


thin and fabby, 
and all the Ruse or Wiuinkies were obliterated, 
N oa 
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and the internal Coat of the Stomach near its 
upper Orifice, was greatly inflamed and looked 
red, and from thefe Appearances he was con- 
firmed in his Opinion that he was potfoned 35 
betides this, he had made feveral Experiments 
with the Powder taken out of the Gruel, 
which was delivered to him by Mr. Jvcrton tne 
Apothecary, as throwing it upon a hot Tron, 
boiling ten Grains in Water, and divicing the 
Decoétion after filtring it, into five equal Parts 
into one he had put Oil of Vitriol 3. into an- 
other Tartar ; into the third Spirit of oa! Ar- 
montac 3 the fourth Spirit of Salt 5) and be 
the Atth Spirits of Wine; that he had tr ed it 
likewife with Syrop of Violets, and tak he 
had the fame Quantity of white Arinic, which 
he bought in Reading, and made the like Ex- 
periments, and it anfwered exacily in every 
one of them, and therefore he believed 1t to 
be white Arfnic. 

Dr. Addington further depofed, that Mr. 
Blandy told him, that he fufpected he had 
taken Poifon, and that he believed it came to 
his Daughter withthe Scotch Pebbles, tor he 
was always worfe after a Prefent of thofe 
damned Scotch Pebbles were received, and be- 
fides, that he remembered to have _ heard 
Cranfton talk very learnedly wenn Poifons ; 
that when he, this Witnefs, afked Mr, 
Blandy who he imagined gave him this Poifon, 
he replied, with Tearsin his Eyes, though 
with a forced Smile, 4 poor Love-jick Girl, 
but I forgive her. 

Ele was then afked by the King’s Council, 
if he was fure that the Poifon the Deceafed 
had taken, was the Caufe of his Death ; 
Dr. Addingion replied, he was fure that it was. 

Dr. Lewis having been fworn at the fame 
Time with Dr, /ddington, and ftood in Court 
clofe by him, while he gave his Evidence, was 
afked by the King’s Council, if he was prefent 
at the opening of Mr. Blandy, and whether 
thofe Obfervations that were made by Dr.

A® extraordinary Council has been held in the King’s 
Prefence, on the Difcovery of the Frauds and Pree 
varicatons made Ufe of inthe furreptitious Convey. 
ance of Gold our of the Kingdom ; and feveral very vi- 
gorous Retoiutious are talked of, which will foon be 
mode public in an Ediét. On the other Hand, the 
Engiifh Merchants, at a late Meeting, agreed, that if 
their reafonable Excufes fhould be cf no Weight, flatly 
to re.ufe to produce their Books, That Gold has been 
{-nt to England they don’: deny, but aver that ir has 
been without any Fraud or obiique Praétices, bein 
Money received on Balance of Accounts. This is faid to 
be invalidated by the Regifters of the Council of Com- 
meice, where it appears, thar for fome Years pait, the 
Gold carried our of the Kingdom far exceeds any fuch 
Balance. 

Nantz, Feb. 28. By fome Ships juft arriv’d from 
America we learn, a Volcano is open’d in the Ifland of 
Cuba, which vomits Flames in great Abundance. Ten 
Men ot War, and torty Merchant Ships, have been loft 
off this Iland, and thofe of St. Domingo and Jamaica, 
in the ‘ate Hurricanes, and the Lofs which had been 
fuitained on this Occafion, is computed at two Millions 
of Livres.
